To the Miami Indians, 
early inhabitants of 
Madison Township 
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Indian Lore 
BZ 


"THERE is evidence that the primitive inhabitants of St. Joseph County belonged to the 

race known as the Mound Builders. On some of the higher elevations of ground near 
New Carlisle were found copper axes, fragments of pottery, and broken stone implements, 
showing the location of the villages of these people. It is believed by some that they were 
a race vastly superior in intelligence to the other Indian tribes. The race was almost ex- 
tinct at the time of the coming of the explorers. 


The first inhabitants found in this region by the explorers were the Miami Indians, 
a tribe of the Algonquin Nation. Other tribes of this nation were found in New England, 
eastern New York, some of the southern states, and in the region of Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and Illinois. Their bitter enemies were the Iroquois who lived in western 
Canada and western New York. For protection against their enemies, the Miamis had 
joined the confederacy of the Illinois. When LaSalle came to this territory he organized 
a new union of tribes for protection against the Iroquois. About this time the Miamis 
migrated to Starved Rock in the Illinois country. Upon LaSalle’s death the union broke 
up and some of the tribe returned to their former home. 


Meanwhile the Pottawatomies had migrated from their recent home in Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, and settled in the St. Joseph river valley and the surrounding country. They 
were another tribe of the Algonquin Nation. They permitted the Miamis to live within 
the territory and remained on friendly terms with them. Together they occupied the land 
until the coming of the white settlers. 


Along the St. Joseph river and for a space of a few miles on each side was a level 
strip of land called the parkovash which means park of the cows. It is so called because 
here the bison and deer found relief from the burning sun in the cool shade of the trees. 
They grazed on the grass and drank of the cool water of the river. The parkovash was 
an ideal hunting ground for the Indians who were by nature nomadic and knew its every 
secret. 


There were numerous Indian trails across the territory of St. Joseph County. The 
most famous was the portage trail which led from the St. Joseph to the Kankakee river. 


This trail was worn so deeply by being traveled so often that explorers going on horseback 


nearly touched the ground at the side of the path with their hanging legs. Another was 
the Dragoon Trail leading from Chicago to Fort Wayne by way of the edge of the hills 
south of South Bend and Mishawaka. 


Of the history of the Indians of Madison township little is known. A small elevation 
of land located about three miles southwest of Madison High School was the site of the 
village of a small band of Indians. From here trails led about a mile south to a cranberry 
marsh where the inhabitants gathered cranberries. Signs of the presence of Indians are 
the stone arrow-heads and hatchets that were found and some of which are still found in 
the township.

Most of the members of the class have been active in all lines of school work. Several of 
the boys have distinguished themselves in basketball and baseball. 

This year they gave the play, “Headstrong Joan.” They also gave a benefit per- 
formance of this play at New Carlisle. The proceeds were given to a fund for the County 
Band costumes. ‘This three-act comedy was directed by Mr. Strycker who was also instructor 
in senior English. The play proved to be a great success financially as well as otherwise. 

They have been working so hard this year that they have had little time for social 
affairs. They are looking forward, however, to the activities at the close of the year as a 
happy finale. Now that their high school days are nearly ended, they sincerely hope that 
they have established a precedent which will be an example to those who will follow.

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Our Departmental Work 


ALTHOUGH this year marked the beginning of our departmental work, it has been 
a success. We believe that more has been accomplished this year through departmental 


work in the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades than could have been accomplished under the 
system previously used. 


This system was instituted for the purpose of giving each teacher fewer subjects to 
teach but more grades in which to teach each subject. Our program provides that each 
of the four teachers has one major subject to teach with a few classes in another subject 
so as to take care of all the subjects in the curriculum. As a result the pupils are getting 
more adequate training by being under teachers who are prepared in their particular sub- 
jects. Teachers under this system are more interested in their work because they may be 
teaching the subjects which have a particular appeal to them. Pupils who take work under 
such conditions are certain to be more interested and better results are obtained. 


The work is so arranged that the least possible shifting of pupils from one room to 
another. The program is divided into eight periods. The pupils meet with their sponsor 
teacher for opening exercises every morning. At the close of the eighth period, the pupils 
go to their own room for dismissal.
